INSTALLING A BATTERY 

Your clock uses one AA battery (not sup- 
plied) for power. For the lengest life, we rec- 
ommend a RadieShack alkaline battery. 


Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. De net burn or bury them. 

Caution: If yeu do not plan to use the clock 
for a month or more, remove the battery. Bat- 
teries can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts. 

SETTING THE CLOCK 

To set the clock to the current time, retate 
the time setting knob counterclockwise to 
move the hour and minute hands ferward, or 
clockwise to move them backward. 

Te set the clock’s alarm time, rotate the 
alarm setting knob clockwise. The alarm 
hand moves backward. 

Caution: Do not rotate the alarm setting 
knob counterclockwise or you could damage 
the clock. 

LIGHTING THE CLOCK 

Hold down LIGHT/SNOOZE on the front of the 
clock to view the time in the dark. 


Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the re- 
quired size and recommended type. 

1. Place yeur thumb on the dent on the 
battery compartment cover to lift and 
remove it. 

2. Insert the battery as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (-1- and -) shown inside 
the cempartment. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the clock stops operating properly, 
replace the battery. 


USING THE ALARM 

1. Slide the alarm button up to turn on the 
alarm. At the set time, the alarm sounds 
for about 30 minutes or until turned eff. 
The alarm gradually shifts to a higher 
tone and the velume increases the 
longer it sounds. 

2. You can temporarily silence the alarm by 
pressing LIGHT/SNOOZE. After abeut 4 
minutes, the alarm seunds again. You 
can repeat this for up to 30 minutes after 
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the set alarm time. The alarm automati- 
cally turns off after 30 minutes. 

3. Slide the alarm button down to turn off the 
alarm. 

Note: To reduce battery drain, leave the 
alarm turned off when you are not using it. 

FRAMING A PICTURE 

1 . Select a picture or photograph to frame. 

2. Insert a small flat-bladed sorewdriver or 
straightened paper clip into the recess on 
the cover and pry out the plastic cover. 

3. If necessary, trim the picture to fit the 
frame, using the plastic cover as a tem- 
plate. 

4. Place the picture in the frame and replace 
the plastic cover by inserting its edge to 
the four latches on the cover. 

CARE 

Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the clock only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the 
clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the clock 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock’s inter- 
nal components can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty. If your clock is 
not performing as it should, take it to your lo- 
cal RadioShack store for assistance.
